In addition, the district 
expects between 4,700 and 
5,000 new students during the 
next five years. 

According to Morris, grades

junior high school, with the 
sixth and seventh grades 
attending school from 7 a m. 
to noon and the remaining

Former state senator 
runs for post as mayor 


Terry L. Troutt, former 
Romulus Township Super- 
visor and Demoncratic state 
senator, today announced his 
candidacy for Romulus 
mayor. 

"I have decided that the city 
of Romulus is in a shocking 
state of backwardness," said 
the former township super- 
visor. "The last three years 
under the current ad- 
ministration have been back- 
ward years for our city. The 
administration has abandoned 
community development and 
the people of Romulus. 

"The constant bickering by 
the mayor and council has 
deadlocked all possible 
progress and has given the 
city the most disgraceful 
record in the state of 
Michigan." 

TROUTT SAID he foresook 
his political reirement after 
several weeks of deliberation 
to topple the "disjointed 
Carmichael regime" which he 
claims has "tragically 
strangled" the city’s image 

Troutt was Romulus 
Township Supervisor from 
1955 to 1963 and a Michigan 
State Senator from 1963 to 
1964. 

He claims that he record as 
supervisor, when he im- 
plemented 78 miles of water 
main trunklines, and as State 
Senator, when he claims he 
compiled "the amazing record 
of having 10 bills passed out of 
the sponsorship of 12" shows 
his ability to take over the 
city’s reins. 

"The first thing we want to 
do is regain the faith of our 
people and to start our city 
moving together and forward 
again." he said. 

HE WOULD accomplish his 
end by running the so-called 
"Troutt Team Ticket" con- 
sisting of candidates for clerk, 
treasurer and several council 
spots in the Aug. 7 primary 
election. To demonstrate the 
new unity he claims he’ll bring 
to city government, Troutt 
promises a massive filing for 
office by all team members 
prior to the June 19 filing 
deadline 

"The team idea will give us 
unity and leadership to work 
together and to regain our 
progress," explained Troutt. 
"The present administration 
has forfeited leadership by 
their anger and hate of one 
another. 

"They have shown them- 
selves to be a losing ad- 


ministration and, un- 
fortunately, have projected 
the same image on Romulus. " 

Among the promises Troutt 
has made, if elected to office, 
is to chop between five and 
seven mills from the city 
budget 

"THE MILLAGE is being 
used to install water and 
sewer pipelines for building 
projects and the builders 
should be paying for it. not the 
people," said Troutt. 

When he proposed the first 
water system for Romulus, in 
1957 Troutt promised to 
remove the millage pledged 
for the system’s construction 
as the system became self- 
supporting 

During 1963, Troutt dropped 
the water and sewer millage 
by one, but he claims the new 


supervisor added the millage 
on to the taxrolls 

• THE SYSTEM has been 
self supporting for some time, 
but the people are still paying 
the additional seven mills," he 
contends. "In continuing the 
millage, the administration 
has defied the people and 
favored the building con- 
tractors who incur a profit at 
the taxpayers’ expense." 

Besides the tax' problem 
Troutt sees for Romulus, the 
candidate sees a "definite 
lack of planning in the city." 

"We immediately need a 
master city plan, which has 
been totally disregarded," he 
said. "We need a city planner 
and a city industrial coor- 
dinator to plan for future 
industry. 


"Under present conditions 

new industry and buildiers 
have shunned our city like the 
plague. 

"FURTHERMORE, there 
has been no road paving or 
improvement, even though 
this can be done without an 
increase in taxes. And our 
recreational facilities for our 
growing number of children is 
nonexistent, even though 
federal money is available for 
this purpose 

"They have done nothing for 
the city’s youth." 

Troutt has also served as a 
president of the Democratic 
Club, chairman of the 16th 
District Democratic 
Organization and has been 
active in the Detroit Skilled

Polish residents satisfy old world customs

Pioneers find security in Romulus-Bellevi/le 


In the early 1900’s Polish immigrants in 
search of religious freedom began arriving in 
large numbers and those with farming skills 
came to the Belleville-Romulus area. 

For many of these early pioneering Poles, 
the farms offered them a feeling of security — 
a security denied by the then anti-immigrant 
mood of rural Western Wayne County 
And it was not until 1941 that these early 
pioneering Polish-American farmers 
organized a Polish National Alliance lodge to 
satisfy tl^eir old world customs. 

FORMATION OF the alliance unit was a 
patriotic mood to support the Polish govern- 
ment-in-exile, a democracy that felt the crush 
of Nazi tanks and terror. 

The Nazis are gone, a new "ism" has taken 
over Poland — but Sunday, 15 young 
Americans of Polish ancestry accepted the 
challenge to perpetuate a rich cultural 
history, and freedom 
Meeting at the P.N A Hall in Belleville, the 


15 young scholars were urged to "pick up the 
torch of education and freedom — and in 
doing so, to preserve a culture the Nazis and 
Communists have failed to destroy." 

THE SCHOLARSHIP recipients, coming 
from area high schools, are college-bound 
students. 

And they vowed to keep in mind that the 
scholarships were made possible from the 
"sweat" of hard-working Polish Americans in 
the Belleville-Romulus area. 

And Dr Andrew- Ehrenkreutz, professor of 
Near East Studies at the University of 
Michigan, who survived a Nazi prison camp 
during W’orld War II, stressed: "Some people 
can buy their way to the top, but the true way 
of getting to the top is through higher 
education 

"The men and women who made these 
scholarships never had the opportunity to 


attain higher education. You are their in- 
vestment for the future — a future which 
must include ethnic and social respon- 
sibility." 

THE PROFESSOR, holder of a doctorate 
degree from the internationally-recognized 
University of London, in challenging the 
young scholars, repeated: "You have a 
chance at being a generation of intellectual 
Americans of Polish heritage Take hold of 
that opportunity in memory of the nearly six 
million Poles who died for freedom during the 
last world war." 

Other speakers at the awards banquet 
included Fabian Polcyn, of the National 
Academy of Sciences, and Mitch Kehetian. 
editor of The Enterprise-Roman. 

Kehetian stressed upon the scholarship 
winners to retain their ancestral pride, and to 
"support the Polish youth movement — a 


movement which seeks to energize young 
Americans of Polish origin to learn the 
language, history and culture of their 
forefathers." 

THE STUDENTS honored at the P.N.A. 
assembly included Catherine Fleszar, 
Leonard Wyderko, Mary .Ann Bajek, Laura 
Pasternak, Suzanne Fleszar, Mary Patchak, 
Timothy Skszek, Linda Krystyniak. Michelle 
Szuma, Pamela Bies, Jamne Bujak, David 
Kubiske. Adam Janowski, Ronald Czinski, 
and Thomas Varcak 

The scholarship program, in its third year, 
now totals $12,400 in awarded grants. 

Entertainment was provided by the 
Galicia, a Polish folk-dancing troup and part 
of the nationally-known Polish American Folk 
Theater 

The popular dance troup leaves July 1 for a 
two month tour of Poland to perform in 


various villages and cities. 

IN ADDITION to the Polish National 
Alliance lodge serving the area, two other 
Polish groups perform similar ethnic pride 
programs. They included the Pulaski Club, 
and the Polish Legion of American Veterans. 

One of the Belleville students to earn a 
scholarship, Adam Janowski, said: "I’m 
proud of the National Alliance scholarship. It 
reflects the spirit of Polish people the world 
over Unity, growth, development and 
education are the key words to success and 
the Alliance is making pride in being Polish a 
very popular idea in the Western Wayne 
County area." 

In essence, the Belleville-Romulus area, 
became Polania last Sunday . .a term used to 
describe all Polish communities outside of 
Poland 

And if Sunday’s spirited mood is any in- 
dication, Polish pride and culture is on the 
"verge of a new renaissance" and will be 
championed for by third and fourth 
generation Americans of Polish heritage.

May 23. a Cessna 310 carrying 
three passengers crashed in a 
southern residential area of 
Ann Arbor, narrowly missing 
several homes and an 
elementary school The three 
occupants were killed im- 


mediately No persons on the 
ground were hurt 
Among the first persons on 
the scene were Lt Col James 
Holloway CAP. Michigan 
Wing safety officer, and Lt. 
Col R W Dcatnck. CAP. 
Michigan Wing medical of- 


ficer and Federal Aviation 
Administration official 

Through these officials, who 
remained on the scene for 
most of the evening, a request 
for Civil Air Patrol assistance 
was made by the Washtenaw 
County Sherrif s Department 

The request was relayed, 
via CAP radio, to Michigan 
Wing CAP headquarters, 
where the assistance effort 
was organized Due to the 
distances involved, the radio 
messages between the crash 
site in Ann Arbor and CAP 
Wing Headquarters in the 
eastern Detroit area had to he 
relayed through a third CAP 
radio station located south- 
east of Ypsilanti 

THIS STATION, operated 
by Lt Col Alan R Creighton, 
became the crucial com 
munica lions link during the 
late evening as the CAP effort 
was gotten under way 

Col. Creighton, commander 
of the Detroit Metropolitan 
Group 16 of the CAP, was 
assisted by S.Sgt. Gerald 
Cuhon of Belleville, also a 
qualified radio operator 
Group 16 was the first unit 
mobilized by CAP for this

WAYNE COUNTY, the most 
populous of the five counties 
which are members of HCMA. 
is responsible for about 56 per 
cent of the park authority’s 
revenue, commissioners said. 
However, only about 2,500 


out of 14.000 acres of HCMA 
developed parkland is located 
in Wayne County. Also, it is 
estimated that only 22 per cent 
of HCMA parkland is in 
Wayne County, although some 
59 per cent of the five-county 
population resides within 
Wayne boundaries. 

In protest, the com- 
missioners voted last month to 
file suit challenging the 
structure of the HCMA board 
and to withhold millage 
payments, but later withdrew

School construction 
will serve Romulus 


When voters in the Romulus Community 
School district go to the polls Monday, they'll 
be asked to approve a $1 1 .5 million bond issue 
to alleviate a critical classroom situation 
confronting the district. 

School Supt. Robert L McCongley says 
passage of the bond proposal is imperative, 
and adds: "Further delay in an affirmative 
vote will compound our already severe 
housing problems and greatly increase the 
eventual cost of construction.’” 

The proposed bonding program calls for the 
construction of three new elementary schools, 
and one new junior high facility to meet an 
expanding school population in the immediate 
years ahead. 

While the proposed $11.5 million bond, to be 
paid over a 30-year time period, does not 
include monies to operate the four new 
schools w hen completed - the board is hopeful 
that no new r millages will be required for 
school operating costs. 

If all goes according to board planning, the 
district's increased valuation will cover the 
operating costs fo the four new schools - 
provided voters next Monday approve the 
proposal. 


Some might tend to question the need to 
build new school structures at this precise 
time, but a delay in construction only means 
putting off what must be done ; and if passage 
comes now, the new' school sites will be built 
at today’s market price. Unfortunately there 
is no relief in sight to stop spiraling con- 
struction costs. 

Romulus students deserve adequate 
facilities and if education is to be served, then 
voters in the district should support the bond 
proposal at the polls Monday. 

No one wants to vote himself added 
financial burdens, but if citizens of the district 
has taken that approach in the past-Romulus’ 
present system would have been in disarray. 

Each generation must assume its 
responsibility if the district’s education 
system is to progress and provide the kind of 
teaching and facilities conducive to 
progressive education. 

So when you go to the polls Monday to 
support the candidate you deem most 
qualified to guide the destiny of the Romulus 
school district - think of the future also and 
cast a positive vote for school construction.

In the last few years w'e seem to have been faced with 
unsurmountable problems with the environment and the 
economy, to the point that they are blocking out the crys of 
other problems 

These are the barks and meows of thousands of unwanted 
dogs and cats who are roaming our streets and alleys. They 
are unwanted because a population explosion among their 
ranks has produced more of them than can be handled by 
their human masters due to the rise in prices for food and 
especially to the cost of neutering 

Fewer and fewer pet lovers can afford to have this 
operation done to their animals, with the result of an ever 
increasing number of unwanted litters These animinals 
often end up dumped along the road to fend for themselves. If 
they reach adulthood they face the dog catcher in most areas, 
and-or form in packs 

In the cities the probelm of animal feces is becoming as 
much a problem as air pollution. The problems of strays 
could goon for ever and w ill if something isn’t done to control 
the pet population. 

Our animal shelters are as over-crowded as our prisons 
are. with little chance of improvement in the foreseeable 
future So far the only birth control method for animals is 
neutering at an average of $32 for male dogs, $40 for female 
dogs; $20 for male cats, and $35 for female cats These prices 
vary w ith the vet and size and age of the animal. 

Unless an alternative method of birth control is offered or 
the price of neutering is lowered the crys of the unwanted will 
get louder and louder.

Segregation dilemma surfaces in South Africa

CAPE TOWN, SA — Opposition Leader 
Japie Basson believes the Republic of South 
Africa is moving too fast toward international 
relations and too slow in solving its internal 
problems 

His United Party, led by Sir D P deVilliers- 
Graaff since 1956, is numerically inferior but 
it makes its points strongly 

Basson, a member of Parliament, was 
forced to interrupt a recent discussion of 
South Africa’s present and future by bells 
summoning him to vote on the floor 

But it became clear that style, not goals, 
separates the United Party from the ruling 
National Party It cannot compete in terms of 
organization popular support or ideology 
with the Nationalists 

THE FACT THAT the National and United 


parties are 12 in the political world in South 
Africa represents a sanction for policies of 
European -oriented control and points to a 
near -consensus 

Basson however, makes the differences 
clear Basically he sketches the following 
points 

The United Party feels that the pace ol 
internal reforms can be speeded up They 
must be accomplished before South Africa 
tan participate as a full partner in the world 
community 

lt disagrees with the Nationalist policy of

Now what earl hly hope have we got to 
make friends with even the evolving black 
states m our midst around us if that is the 
position 0 ” 

On national security Basson said it is 
already evident that there are forces in Africa 
who are determined to launch an offensive 
against the south that the psychological 
battle already has begun 
Many world figures and private interests 
have contributed to "what they call freedom 
lighters but what wo call terrorists Basson 
s,ud it is only a matter ot time before the 
psychological war will he followed by efforts 
io draw a major power, like Chinatynto the 
effort 

I am inclined to say that the position 
remains extremely dangerous to us in that 
unless we can break down hostility, there will 
always be a danger of something some 
major power falling for an adventure 
And then Basson answered the hell to vote 
again in the Parliament a leader of the 
opposition

tonagon at the terminus of M- 
107. Within the park’s boun- 
daries are lakes, rivers and 
streams for those in search of 
such niceties as perch or 
brook and rainbow trout. 
Hunters will find deer, grouse 
and bear hunting during the 
season. 

FOR THE VISITOR, the big 
attraction is the magnificent 
view of the Lake of the Clouds 
from the escarpment The 
Carp River, a silver thread, 
flows through the green valley 
far below 

A short walk from a parking 
area will take the visitor to the 
escarpment for the look at 
Michigan's highest inland 
lake. The view is acclaimed as 
one of Michigan’s most scenic 
spots. Several trails begin 
here. Some lead to old rock 
dumps, aged machinery and 
other evidence of past mining 
and logging days. 

While the Porcupine 
Mountains, highest land mass 
between Adirondacks and the 
Black Hills, were explored 
thoroughly by miners and 
lumbermen, these early 
prospectors failed to establish 
settlements on the lonely 
slopes 

A drive on South Boundary 
Road, which extends east and 
west along the park’s southern 
boundary before going north 
to join M-107, goes past stands 
of high virgin hardwood and 
hemlock and primeval 


w ilderness The road was built 
in the early 1960s, despite 
some opposition. 

THE MAIN campground 
lies in a circular pattern with 
one road practically hugging 
the Lake Superior shoreline. 
The main pattern ringing the 
lodge, or service center, froms 
what resembles a modern 
Indian village. 

The campground itself is a 
comparative dot in the park s 
58.327 acres. There are 131 
campsites, 95 with electricity 
and modern facilities in- 
cluding toilets. 

Lake of the Clouds, Mirror 
Lake, Lily Pond and Little 
Carp River all have overnight 
cabins which are fully fur- 
nished for visitors (except for 
food and bedding) and can be 
rented for a small fee by 
making reservations with the 
ranger in charge. They are 
large enough to hold four to 
eight persons comfortably. 

THE HIKING trails are 
well-marked and vary in 
length from three-eights of a 
mile to eight miles. Not all the 
trails are safe for small 
children, for they can change 
suddenly from a quiet walk in 
the forest to a breathtaking 
skim along a cliff’s edge. 

The shoreline of Lake 
Superior offers miles and 
miles of pleasant walking for 
any age. The beach is 
sometimes rockv, sometimes 


sandy, and along the shore or 
at the water’s edge are stones 
too beautiful to pass by. 

Also fun to explore are the 
old copper mine workings 
found all through the park 
u hich are accessible by auto 
plus some minor footwork. 

JULY and August are the 
n.on hs when the park is at its 
best /or scenery, with October 
also popular for autumn 

foliage colors..

Plantings soften fence line 


A green thumb that en- 
courages flowers and plants to 
sprout and grow almost 
magically is a great boo;., but 
there’s much more to gar- 
dening than just planting, 
feeding and weeding.

Home pools were, once upon 
a time, pretty much limited to 
the very rich And few con- 
sidered them an “in- 
vestment.” 

But not any more, says the 
National Swimming Pool

TECHNOLOGICAL ad- 
vances, manufacturing 
breakthroughs, and improved 
construction techniques 
developed in the mid-1960s 
have reduced the price of the 
average pool dramatically 

Last year, for example, 
statistics show that, on a 
national average, a home pool 
costs about $10 a square foot of 
surface area That translates 
to roughly $5,000 for the 
medium average to $7,500 for 
the large average pool, prices 
well within reach of middle 
income families. 


Importantly, many banks 
and savings-and-loans are 
now actively seeking pool 
financing and providing 
favorable terms of five to 
eight years for the mortgages 

Apparently, they now un- 
derstand that family-oriented 
pool owners are better than 
average loan risks and that 
pool loans are superior to 
those made on automobiles 
which are similarly priced, 
but subject to rapid 
depreciation 

INSURANCE companies 
found that home pools did not 
present any real hazard and. 
so, the typical home owner 
policy today includes 
coverage for a pool, whether 
or not one actually exists 

Real estate sales people 
report homes with pools move 
faster than average, and at 
higher prices. The pool con- 
structed today generally 
recovers its initial cost and 


more by adding that value to 
the home immediately. A 
$20,000 home, for example, 
with a $5,000 pool may easily 
be revalued at $27,500 
Translated into return on 
investment in, say, the stock 
market, one would have to 
save or borrow' a lump sum of 
$5,000, then invest it and the 
dividends in good securities 
for at least six or seven years 
and realize an average return 
of about eight per cent to 
match the pool investment. 
And, even then, you can’t 
swim in stock securities!

Bills that would allow for more flexibility in medical ex- 
penses for foster children and retirement credit for 
policemen or firemen with active military service were in- 
troduced in the Michigan legislature by Sen William Faust, 
DAVesl land 

The first bill would let foster parents obtain medical, 
dent id or psychiatric treatment f or their children as treat- 
ment is needed and without prior approval, and provides for 
payment of expenses. 

When children need or require medical care, they should 
receive that help. Faust said Their foster parents are 
charged with determining that need, and we must give them 
the finds they need when they need them to take proper care 
of their children /' 

Another bill introduced by Faust expands credit for 
retirement benefits for lire and police personnel.

The seventh bill in the 
McCauley package reflects 
the retirement improvements 
of the other six. hut would 
apply to the Michigan State 
Police McCauley explained 
that State Police retirement is 
covered by a different act. and 
thus, to keep benefits fairly 
uniform throughout state 
service, a special bill was 
needed 

McCauley said that the 
provisions of his hill are not 
quite as liberal as those found 
in SB 446. adding that he would 
not object to SB 446 being 
substituted for his' own 
legilation 

"IT IS OBVIOUS that this 
package will cost a con- 


siderable amount of money/' 
McCauley said. "I would be 
more than willing to work out 
still another part of the plan 
which would call for increased 
contributions on the part of 
state employes, and certainly 
this program should be con- 
sidered as a vital part of 
fringe benefits which are so 
important to every worker.” 

McCauley said that he 
would expect that once the 
program becomes law, the 
state would be in a position to 
recruit “they very best public 
spirited and dedicated
